Senator Bingham questioned Ad- 
miral Hughes relative to statements 
by various witnesses that anti-aircraft 
was not effective, and that anti-air- 
craft guns on beard ship could not 
hit the sleeves towed at any reason- 
able altitude.

THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

Latest report from Locarno is that the French 
and Germans are deadlocked over Poland. Whether 
the deadlock—pardon us, . impasse—is serious or a 
gesture for home politics, we cannot yet say. W®* 
doubt it will defeat a security arrangement. Mr. 
John Steele is of opinion that such an arrangemen: 
ie virtually made and that the difficulties we shall 
hear of from time to time are not going to be 
fatal. A Rhine pact seems certain unless it can 
be blocked by failure of-an agreement on the 
eastern frontier. There the situation is difficult. 
The question is whether France will give up 
seourity on her own frontier and probably an 
economic rapprochement, or even alliance with 
the great German industrial powers for the sake 
of her arrangements with Poland and the little 
entente. That seems to us unlikely, yet senti- 
ment may compel it. There have been signs of 
a modification of French feeling toward the Ger- 
mans and there are substantial reasons why 
French thrift should turn toward the important 
advantages which would flow from a union of 


other advantages through commercial and financial 
relations, 

But putting speculation aniéle, we oi America 
can be thankful that at any rate the Germans 
and French and British are talking and not fight- 
ing, that they are conferring in an effortto be 
friends and not marching into towhs and “ talk- 
ing sanctions.” The psychology of the great peo. 
ples is movjng toward peace and codperation for 
the time being, at least. European society has es- 
caped the abyss of bolshevism and in international 
relations is returning toward the angle of repose. 
The Locarno conference may not achieve all that 
we could hope for, but it measures ‘a’ long step 
toward European peace and restoration’ —

TOLERANCE. 

President Coolidge made a plea in his speech be- 
fore the American Legion at Omaha for religious | 
and racial tolerance. He said he found. toleration 
the essence of the discipline of the soldier. The 
soldier must learn to work with his fellows in the 
army and forget any prejudice he may have against 
any of them on account of race or religion. 

This is not only true of armies;:it ig true also 
in business and in industry. The firm Which re- 
fuses tg hire men because of prejudice is not likely 
to get far. Its competitors will, in normal course, 
be stronger for their willingness to take the men 
which the prejudiced firm rejected for no good rea- 
son. Mr. Coolidge said Divine Providence had net 
bestowed upon any race a monopoly of patriotism 
and character; and he might have added business 
and professional ability to the list.

“We must-put a stop to these hold-ups and murders,” 
“We must protect ourselves against careless drivers.” 


“We must stop the ‘bootlegging’ that is responsible for so many deaths 
from poisonous liquor.” 


That is what we hear on all sides, but the average man or woman seems 
blind to a “killer” that takes thousands of lives where the criminal takes one. 


The chart, prepared by the American Social Hygiene Association and shown here, 
gives the death rate of the most serious diseases and shows that a “social” disease holds 
the record among killers, This disease and the other form of venereal infection take at least 
300,000 lives in this country every year—or over 6 times as many as the casualties among 
American soldiers during the war—yet few people will even talk about it. 

It is the reluctance to discuss “social” diseases that has enabled them to spread like 
wildfire. 50 per cent of our young men become infected .with one form or the other by the 
time they are 30, because they are not fully and correctly informed about the seriousness 
of these infections. And comparatively few realize the importance of consulting a 
physician as soon as possible after’symptoms appear. 

Medical science has developed methods by which venereal infections can be caved. 
There is no reason now why anyone should allow one of these scourges to drive him 
insane, smite him with blindness, paralysis or locomotor ataxia, ulcerate his tissues, give 
him chronic rheumatism and stiffened joints, or reduce his vitality and make him an. easy 
prey for other crippling and killing. diseases. | 

If you have contracted either form of “social” disease, don’t delay. See a doctor and 
follow his instructions until he says you are cured. Delay in obtaining proper treatment 
is mere folly, for these diseases always grow worse if allowed to go on. 


The Public Health Institute offers the services of its trained physicians.to anyone. 


who has contracted a venereal disease. Thousands who have come for treatment are now 
free from infection. Over 1,000 treatments are now being given here daily. 

The Institute is organized not for profit. All its income is devoted to furnishing 
proper facilities for treatment, conducting research and educational work in order to provide 
a better medical service to the patient and increased protection to the community. The fees 
are small and the same to all. No patient pays more than another for the same service,

Back of that record of gridiron trl- 
umph stands Knute K. Rockne, director 
of athletics. In the light of the vic- 
tories which his teams have won he 
is revealed as one of the most interest- 
ing figures of football. 

And Rockne has only one central 
idea. He makes his football players 
want to play. 


Puts Premium on Brains. 


To accomplish that purpose he has 
evolved a scheme of training that is 
fully as much psychical as physical: 
He stresses wits and discounts brute 
strength. He develops eagerness rather 
than man power. ts , 

In an effort to learn of what Rockne’s 
coaching system consists the writer 
spent a.day:with him on the Notre 
Dame campus. From conversation and 
observation, the following facts were 
established: 

1. Actual practice on the field is 
limited to one and one-half hours each 
day. 

2. Each player on the squad i¢ 
only one half hour of hard 
each week. 
| 3. All players assemble in a lecture 
‘hall with the coach each week day 
‘for a half hour at the noohtime pe- 
riod to talk over mistakes made in pre- 
vious games and plan new plays for 


brief rest before dinner at 6 o'clock, 
and thus be fresh mentally for their

Check on Flocks’ 
Egg Production

Line up your layers by the side of 
this egg production yardstick and see 
if they are all wool and a yard wide. 
Three hundred and eighty-two farmers, 
members of the Iowa Record Flock- 
keepers’ association, kept tab on 47,566 
layers this summer, and during August 
thesé hens laid 520,873 eggs, or an 
average of 12.8 eggs per hen, a recent 
report of the state agricultural college 
at Ames, Ia., shows. After all the feed 
bills were paid these farmers had left 
an aggregate of $13,977.22. The feed 
cost $9,590.48. These hens averaged 
even 12 eggs apiece tin July, 


A flock of 205 single comb white leghorns, 
owned by Russell E. Lux, Hopkinton, Ia.. 
averaged 24.2 eggs. which wae the highest 


breed averaged 23.9 per hen, the second high- 
est record for month. 

The report shows that A. L. Prouty's flock 
of 179 single comb white leghorns, kept on 
his farm near Nashua, Ia., gave the highest 
gross return of $369 in August, and Clarence 
R. Frey, Madrid, la., took second place with 
his flock of 247 single comb Rhode Island 
‘red birds, which returned $355.51. ‘That is 
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a gross return of about $2 a month for éach 
layer in the Prouty flock.

WORLD’S SERIES HISTORY. 
OLLOWING the peace pact be- 
tween the warring Nationa] and 
American leagues in 1903, there 
was written into the new Na 

tional agreement provision for a 
world’s series between the respective 
champions. .That series got under way 
in 1905 and has been held annually 
since. 

Of twenty contests held up to this 
year, American league clubs have won 
twelvy@ and 61 games, and National 
league clubs eight and 56 games. New 
York Giants were contenders the great- 
est number of times-——~nine, but despite 
McGraw’s generalship landed the 
word gonfalon only three times. Bos- 
ton Red Sox, on the other hand, never 
lost a series, having four victories. 
White Sox were guccessful in two of 
three quests and Cubs in two of five. 

The greatest upsets were in 1906 when 
Sox beat Cubs four of six games and in 
1914 when Boston's Braves, given only 
an outside chance, downed the great 
Philadelphia Athletics machine four 
straight. That was the only time the 
series ended in four games. When New 
York Yankees failed to take a game 
from the Giants in 1922, there was one 
tie affair, making five games. 

No team ever has been world cham- 
pion more than two years in succession. 
That honor is shared by Cubs, Athletics, 
Red Sox, and Giants.

Although variable, the increase of 
steel production year after year is as 
constant as the growth of transporta- 
tion—together the two are the most cer+ 
tain factors in the evolution of Ameri- 
can industry. <As long as the demand 
for steel and transport increases faster 
than population American progress will 
continue and our living standards will 
rise. 

The whole story of post-war history 
is told in the fact that in 1913 the United 
States produced less than 42 per cent of 
the world’s steel and last year produced 
more than 561 per cent. When Buropean 
steel production overtakes baby produc- 
tion, Eurepe will be on the upgrade.
